This tetter 
possibility will, however, bee use acute only if an extreme emergency of 
the Soviet Empire would make it imperative to reeort to such a solution 
which would be bordering on " »napartiam". Possible candidates for the 
position of Prime Minister are Miheyan and Malenkov in addition to 
Pervukhin.

Two roper ta ateted that the Sor lefts planned to counter the ideological 
and political iabroglio in the Satellite cordon with new cooinfora effarta 
which Tito ia of courae reoeivl ig with utaoat restraint. Moaoow'a recent 
Pravda pronouncement left open the door for further collaboration, however, 
Tito who booeao nerveue by the Soviet pressure and wae offended by the 
kidnapping of Nagy which was a lerleaa breech of his trust, la going to 
activate his rola in tha Balkan Paot. Slnoo it ia an undeniable fact 
that tha SuiOats had a band in the Icdlnaplng of Nagy, the Soviet-Rue si an 
character once again bee— e viaible to tha world publlo in spite of the 
drapery of the XI Party Congres i. All available reports clearly show that 
fibs situation la precarious for Tito hlnsalf and his ragiaa and polltleal 
:r/atam t even if the atlll uncon fined Soviet troop concentrations on the 
borders of Jugoslavia merely serve tha purpose of a ailltiry deraonatration.

The alert of flying units in the Soviet Zone was lifted after the political 
tensions in the Satellite area had subsided. On 20 November 1956, units 
started practicing as usual. Trans Ters involving particularly fightor units 
to ease the situation at the parti illy heavily occupied airfields terminated* 
They were made for two reasons, naaely in an effort to adjust to possible 
nuclear warfare and to make avails >le modem airfields for the growing NVA 
airforce elementSo The NFVA air fore * also received tb: Brandenburg-Briest and 
Neubrand enburg airfields from the Soviet Air Force*

during the last week. No further indications of newly arrived troops 
to relieve units in the area of Budapest were available. 

iiTorts are being made in the Hungarian Army for a reorganization of units, 
Activities by 3 corps Hqs and of the headquarters of 5 rille d.iv« and th< 
Arty Div were observed after t November. On 15 November, the* H mved 
Ministry in Budapest started issuing orders which chiefly concerned 
questions of organization and administration.
